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STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Sir: 

In reply to the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance, provided with 
the Notice of Allowance dated August 6, 2009. Applicants submit the following 
comments. 

Initially, the Examiner indicates claims 36-48 are allowed on PTOL-37 mailed 
August 6, 2009. Applicants, however, understand, that claims 35-48 are actually 
allowed, based on the Examiner's further remarks and the prosecution history. The 
Examiner indicates that the recited graphically filtering based on a user input fuel 
attribute is not disclosed by any of the art of record. Although Applicants agree that 
this claim limitation is not taught or suggested by the prior art. individually or in 
combination. Applicsmts wish to emphasize that even if the recited filtering 
functionality were to be found, a person skilled in the art would not necessarily be 
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motivated or able to combine them with the teachings of the art of record without 
significantly modifying the functionality and structure found, or introducing entirely 
new concepts such as fuel bundle attributes, in the applied references. Thus, 
Applicants respectfully submit that a specific motivation to modify the art of record 
and a detailed teaching of how such modification may be achieved with expected 
success must further be identified in order to meet the claim elements missing from 
the art of record.
